duce the amount of tooth decay 
in the children of the rural schools 


irts this week. It will b« con- 


ducted by Dr. John Zur, public 
health dentist with the Lee Countv 
health department. 
Following aji 


oral examination bv Dr. Zur. the 
children will brush their teeth in 
the claaaroom twice daily under 
the supervision of the teacher. A 
Jllrd bruahing will take place at 
home at night under the guidance 
of the parent. 


Tootn brushes ocientificallv de- 


dgned for children, and the only 
tooth powder which has been ac- 
cepted by the American Dental 
Association will be supplied to 
each child participating in the 
program. 
This powder has the 


ability to neutralize the acids in 
the'mouth which are believed to 
cau»e tooth decav. 


Approximately two weeks after 


the tooth brushing has begun, the 
teeth of each child will receive a 


series ot treatments with sodium 
Iluoride. 
Results of studies bv 


the U. S- Public Health Service 
show a series of four treatments 
of sodium fluoride applied topical- 
ly will reduce decay as much as 
40 per cent. Dr. Zur will personal- 
ly apply the fluoride solution. 


Previously selected groups of 


children m grades 2. D. and S will 
receive

dental 
propbylaxsis 


(tooth cleaning) and the topical 
application of sodium fluoride by 
a team from the U. S. Public 
Health Service. 
This team will 


arrive in Lee County within the 
next two months.
